County cat and ferret owners 
must join the ranks of dog owners 
and get their pets licensed now that 
a new Crawford County Animal 
Ordinance has been adopted. 
Beginning November 13, the 
County Treasurer will make dog 
licenses for 2001. 

Dog license fees remain the same 
as for the year 2000. Dogs that 
have been spayed or neutered are 
licensed for $6; unaltered dogs are 
licensed at $12 each, regardless of 
gender. The same fee structure will 
apply to cats and ferrets when 
licenses go on sale. 

When purchasing a license, proof 
of a valid rabies vaccination must 
be provided by the dog owner, 
along with proof of spaying or neu- 
tering. 

Licenses may be purchased at 
any township hall, the County 
Treasurer's office, Grayling

Veterans Day is approaching. It 
gives this country an opportunity 
to take time to honor al} veterans 
and their contribuuions made to 
keep this country free. 

November 1] at Il am. 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. Carl W. 
Borchers Post 3736 and the Ladies 
Auxiliary are asking al] veterans 
and civil organizations te gather at 
the American Legion Posi 106 in 
Grayling to observe Veterans Day. 
We would like to remind vou to be 
there a lithe early because the cer- 
emonies will stant promptly at 11 
a.m. 

This tradition of Veterans Day 
started out with the ceremony of a 
World War | Unknown Soldier 
being buried in Arlington National 
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Cemetery in 1921. This became 
the focal point of reverence for 
America’s Veterans. 

Veterans Day, also known as 
Armistice Day, was originally cel- 
ebrated as the recognition of the 
ending of World War I. This 
observance took place on the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day 
of the eleventh month. 

Armistice Day officially 
Teceived its name in America in 
1926 through a Congressional 
Resolution. 

It became a National Holiday 12 
years later in 1938. 

Armistice Day represented the 
end of a war, to end all wars.

Hunters and Heart Attacks 

Question: Last veuar mv dad suf- 
fered a heart attack while deer himnt- 
ing. He seemed perfecily fine up 
antl that dav. Now 1 am worried 
about myself. What can 1 deo to 
avoid the same fate? 

Signed: Woried hunter 

Answer: Each year. more 
Michigan hunters are stricken by 
heart attacks. strokes. or cardiac 
arrest during deer season than are 
shot. .The following tips are sug- 
gested by the Michigan Public 
Health Institute and. if followed. 
may save a life of a family member 
or triend. 

* If possible. start a regular walk- 
ing/physical activity program before 
deer season begins. 

¢ Avoid eating a heavy meal high 
in protein or fat before going into the 
woods. — Instead. select carbohy- 
drates (pancakes. oatmeal and cere- 
al) and fruit. This type of meal is 
easily digested and more efficiently 
delivers the energy needed for phy s- 
ical exertion. Heavy meals high in 
fat and protein can thicken the blood 
and divert blood flow from the mus- 
cles and heart to the digestive 
organs. This can cause heart symp- 
toms during heavy physical exertion 
such as hunting. 

¢ Refrain from drinking alcohol 
during hunting of even excessive 
drinking the night betore. 


* Avoid wearing a snowmobile 
suit which can cause overheating 
and raise blood pressure and pulse. 
Layer clothing instead. 

¢ Be aware that some environmen- 
ial conditions will place additional 
stress on the heart such as heavy 
brush, deep snow or mud and cold 
wind. Don't hunt in these condi- 
tions unless in excellent physical 
condition. 

¢ Smoking, by itself, places exces- 
Sive stress on the heart by increasing 
blood pressure, impairing circula-* 
tion. robbing the body of oxygen 
and making the heart highly suscep- 
lible to irregular heart beats. 
Smoking increases the odds for a 
disaster while hunting even more. 

¢ Know the warming signs of a 
heart attack which include uncom- 
fortable pressure. burning fullness in 
the center of the chest which can feel 
like very bad indigestion, even nau- 
sea. The discomfort can radiate to 
the shoulder, down the arms and 
even up to the throat or jaw. 
Shortness of breath may occur or 
excessive sweating or a cold sweat. 

* If you have any of these symp- 
toms that last longer than three min- 
utes. don’t try to walk out of the 
field or woods. Have companions 
carry you out or bring help to you, 
because exertion can make a heart 
attack worse. 

° Always hunt with a partner and 
if you split up. know each other's 
location. Work out a distress signal. 

* Remember that field dressing or 
dragging a deer out of the woods can 
cause heart rates to skyrocket, 
increasing the likelihood of a heart 
attack. Seek help in these situations 
and do them at a controlled pace. 


Armistice Day was then changed 
to Veterans Day, an occasion to 
honor those who have served in 
America in all wars. In 1954, 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
signed a bill proclaiming 
November 1] as Veterans Day. 
The traditions for celebration 
remained the same. 

Lawmakers voted to change the 
observance of Veterans Day to the 
fourth Monday in October to pla- 
cate those who wanted additional 
jong weekends. President Lyndon 
B. Johnson signed into law on June 
28, 1968. 

By 1977, after strong lobbying, 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
other Veteran organizations pre- 
vailed once again and in 1978, 
Congress returned the observance 
to ils traditional date.

“The Forgotten War” as many 
have called it over the past 50 years. 
is not forgotten anymore. 
Approximately 1.8 million United 
States veterans of the Korean War 
are now being recognized with 
medals for their anti-communist 
actions. in a conflict that took place 
from 1950-1953. 

Of the millions of men deployed 
to assist in the defense of the North 
Korean People’s Army (NKPA), Bill 
Cox, Bruce Nielson. Jim Laurent 
and Tike Golnick were the first sol- 
diers from Crawford County to be 
sent in. 

“t was told f would only be gone 
for two weeks,” said retired 
Command Sergeant Major Golnick. 
a lifelong resident of Grayling. “I 
ended up being there for 10 1/2 
months. We arrived in Korea on July 
5, and were sent to assist in the 
Battle of the Coon River. We lost 
670 men in one day out of approxi- 
mately 2.300 and about 300 prison- 
ers were captured.” 

Golnick was a wireman for the 
13th Field Artillery when he arrived 
and was later assigned to the First 
Battalia of the 19th Infantry as a 
radio operator for the forward 
observing team. Golnick received 
two bronze stars for his superior 
performance while under attack and 
Cox recieved one as well. 

The Korean War began with a sur- 
prise attack June 25, 1950 when 
eight divisions and an armored 
brigade of 90.000 communist sol- 
diers from the NKPA, invaded the 
Republic of Korea (ROK) at the 
38th parallel and captured Seoul, 
South Korea's capital. 

After this attack, the United 
Nations requested its members to 
furnish military assistance to repel 
the invasion. President Truman then 
extended American air and naval 
actions to support the ROK. 

When the soldiers regrouped after 
the huge loss at the Coon River bat- 
tle, they began counting their losses. 
These American soldiers were out- 
numbered. lost most of their equip- 
ment, did not know the land they 
were fighting in and did not know 
who was their enemy and who was 

t. “Many of the NKPA soldiers 
would change into civilian cloth- 
ing,” said Golnick. and then they 
would surround us from all angles 
and attack. We were totally ignorant 


to what was going on.” 

With all of this taken into consid- 
eration, the United Nations 
Command (UNC) was formed con- 
sisting of integrated American and 
allied forces. Truman authorized 
General MacArthur, commander of 
the UNC to send his forces north of 
the 38th parallel on September 27. 
provided there was no indication 
that major Soviet or Chinese 
Communist Forces (CCF) would 
enter the war. The U.N. General 
Assembly approved the UNC's 
entry into North Korea 10 days later 
when it called for the restoration of 
peace and security throughout 
Korea. American and ROK Army 
forces rapidly advanced northward. 

However, the 
November marked a new war. The 
CCF stepped in to assist the NKPA 
and by November 27. their attacks 
caused UNC positions to crumble. 
CCF attacks and successive with- 
drawals were a dispiriting blow and 
Lieutenant General Ridgway pro- 
posed a war of maneuver, slashing 
the enemy as it withdrew and fight- 
ing delaying actions when the 
enemy attacked. Land sains became 
less important than damaging the 
CCF/NKPA and keeping the enemy 
off balance. Slowly and methodical- 
ly Ridgway’s strategy wiped out the 
resistance and the CCF and NKPA 
cleared from South Korea and 
opened the door to negotiations with 
the enemy. 

Armistice negotiations began on 
July 10, 1951 and action along the 
front for the next two years never 
regained the momentum of the first 
year. Fighting tapered off to patrol 
clashes, raids and small battles for 
possession of outposts. Finally on 
July 27, 1953 the Armistice was 
signed and all fighting stopped. 

The four men from Grayling first 
deployed into the war were safe at 
home and beginning a new life. Tike 
Golnick only 17 years old when he 
entered the Army, continued for 32 
1/2 years to honor and protect the 
United States even though the gov- 
ermment was not honoring his war 
efforts in Korea. “The Korean War 
was always called a “police action’ 
because President Truman didn’t 
want to jeopardize relations with 
Russia at that time,” said Golnick. 

Many find it hard to believe that 
after 37 months of combat which 
resulted in a magnitude of dead and 
wounded soldiers, that the U.S.

Camped in a remote part of 
Alaska, near snow-capped moun- 
tains, a beautiful lake, and a smali 
volcano. in the domain of grizzly 
bears and lynxes. local hunters Bill 
Weaver and Dave Wyman had the 
time of their lives. 

“We had a blast, I can tell you 
that,” Weaver said. “Dave and I 
both really enjoyed it.” 

Weaver and Wyman flew to 
Anchorage. Alaska. then took a 
plane to King Salmon. From there, 
they had to take another plane to 
Mother Goose Lake, located about 
100 miles south of King Salmon. 

They were accompanied by 
friend Tony Maurer, Larry Paxton 
of Roscommon, and a friend of 
Maurer’s from California. 

The plane dropped the men off 
near the lake. They unloaded their, 
supplies and formed two separate 
camps, with Weaver and Wyman at 
one, and Maurer. Paxton. and 
Maurer’s friend in the other. The 
groups kept in touch with two-way 
radios. 

The five had to fly in two days 
prior to September 10. the opening 
day of moose season, because laws 
prohibit hunters from spotting 
moose from the air. 

Weaver and Wyman’s camp was 
not far from the lake, and near a 
creek where salmon were finishing 
up a run. They could see that eriz- 
zly bears had been roaming near 


DNR offers 
safety tips 
for hunters 


Firearm deer season béeins on 
November 15. Here are a few basic 
safety suggestions from the Law 
Enforcement Division of the 
Department of Natural Resources 
for those heading out into the 
woods this hunting season: 

* Treat every firearm as if it is 
loaded. You can never guarantee 
that your chamber is unloaded. so 
give an unloaded firearm the same 
respect you would a loaded one. 
Never point the muzzle at yourself 
or anyone else. 

¢ Don’t drink. Alcohol, drugs and 
firearms don’t mix. Never consume 
alcohol or mood altering drugs 
before or during hunting or shoot- 
ing. 

* Know your firearm and its 
ammunition. Before you toad. be 
sure your firearm is in safe operat- 
ing condition and the barrel is free 
of obstructions. Double check the 
specifications on ammunition to be 
sure it fits your firearm. 

* Don’t load your firearm before 
you are ready. When traveling 
always carry your firearm unloaded 
in its case. 

¢ Check your target. Be sure that 
before you squeeze the trigger you 
carefully scan the target and the 
area beyond. It is important to use 
care in identifying the target and 
looking past it to mak@sure it’s sate 
to fire: Huners should watch for 
buildings, roadways and ottper 
hunters. 

* Be awa of fatigue. When 
you've been-out in the woods for a

the creek. feasting on the salmon. 
“lt was nice they were eating on 
them!” said Weaver. 

(They didn’t see any grizzlies 
during their trip. but found tracks 
in their camp near the tent, and 
they always kept a loaded rifle 
handy. Weaver said. “We knew 
thev were there.” he said.) 

The volcano located a few miles 
from their camp didn’t look like a 
volcano from where they were, 
and they wouldn't have known it 
was there if one of the guides they 
had met with up during their trip 
hada’t mentioned it, Weaver said. 

The first few days of the tip 
were rainy. On the sixth day of a 
tip planned for 10 days, the 
weather improved. 

Weaver was hunting up in the 
mountains about a mile-and-a-half 
from camp. using both bull and 
cew moose calls. during the morn- 
ing of the sixth day. At about 10:15 
am. a large bull suddenly came 
out into the open. Using a high- 
powered Winchester. Weaver 
broughi the animal down with two 
bullets. 

He contacted Wyman by radio, 
continued to send out moose calls, 
and siaried io quarter the moose 
while waiting for Wyman to bring 
meat sacks from the camp. At one 
point. a lynx poked its head out of 
the fobest to watch Weaver as he 
worked on cutting up the moose.

A sportwoman’ s successful hunt 


Senior archer’s ‘one more 
try’ yields 17th career deer 


P 77-year-old 
Grayling hunter 
shares story of her 
latest bow hunt 


“Seventeen deer may not be a 
loi for some people, but for me, 
Im really ihrilled with it,” said 
local hunter Betty Lifford, a for- 
mer National Archery Champion 
and a lifeuume archer. 

Lifford. a resident of Grayling, 
won a navionals ttle in archery in 
1952. and afterwards did a lot of 
show work and exhibitions. She 
also made appearances on out- 
doos-ihemed television programs. 

Lifford recently shot her 17th 
deer during this vear’s archery 
deer season. The following is an 
account of how ut happened, in 

ifford’s own words: 

“Bear Archery sent me a new 
Jennings Spirit Bow so | decided 
to Wy once more to get a deer. I put 
new Wasp broadheads on my 
arrows. sighted in my bow, and 
took off. 

i've been using my son-in-law’s 
ground blind. I had sat there prob- 
ably 10 evenings prior to this cne. 


’ [do seen deer. including a nice 


buck. but no shots. It was 7:10 and 
@erz prety dark. I was thinking 
of leaving when this yearling 

alked right out in front of me 
about 1S yards. 


By the time | drew up and sight- 
ed in on it. it had quartered away 
from me. I decided to shoot any- 
way -- and did. The deer just loped 
off, tail up, into the woods and I 
saw no arrow in it. [could not 
believe | missed at that distance. I 
loaded another arrow and sat there 
for 10 minutes, cursing myself and 
decided it was time for this old 
lady to hang it up! So I got my 
flashlight and went to look for my 
arrow. 

Istopped where the deer had 
stood and looked and saw noth- 
ing. I decided to come back in the 
morning, but when I dropped my 
arm the light caught: my arrow 
sticking in the ground just ahead 
of me. Teouldn’t believe I shot 
that low. T pulled it from the 
ground and it was covered with 
blood. | had a pass-through. 1 
couldn't believe it, It's the first 
pass-through I've ever had. 1 was 
thrilled. 1 went for help. 

My son-in-law, Rusty 
Papendick, and his dad, Clarence. 
went out with lights and found (the 
deer) just 20 yards from where I 
hit it. ] was on cloud nine and sull 
am.” 

“Fm an old-fashioned ‘tinger 
shooter’ who never learned to use 
a release device,” said Lifford. “1 
only draw 38# these days. but with 
the new technology of bows and 
broadheads, anyone can hunt and 
be successful.”

Wyman met up with Maurer, and 
they brought meat bags up to the kill 
site. While they processed the 
moose and packed up the meat for 
the trip back to camp, another large 
bull emerged into view, about 90 
yards away. Weaver believes the 
moose had heard his calls, and was 
responding. 

Wyman took aim. and fired, strik- 
ing the animal square in the chest 
cavity, but “it didn’t even flinch.” 
Weaver said. Wyman put three more 
bullets into the moose to finally 
bring it down. 

Then came the hard part. The 
three had to haul the meat down the 
mountain and across three creeks to 
the camp. It took them 12 Uips, 
about an hour-and-a-half each, to 
get the 1,300 pounds of meat back 
to base. With all the aches and pains 
associated with the trips, they had 
no trouble polishing off the better 
part of Maurer’s bottle of Motrin, 
Weaver said, 

“The fun stops when you pull the 
trigger, and the work | starts,” 
Weaver said, 

“After that day, we were all 
whipped,” he recalls. “It was quite 
an experience.” 

By law, the meat had to be 
removed right away to keep the 


bears from getting at it. Once the 
grizzlies claim tt, it’s theirs, Also by 
Jaw, the antlers have to be taken 
back to camp last, only after all the 
meat has been nioved., ; 

A state trooper checked up on the 
hunters from time to time. Weaver 
said, including after the two kills. 
The game laws there are strict. he 
said. and they are strictly enforced.
